The Mickletuwait Brothers have dis- 


continued the grocery business iu the 
pre-historic house ou the corner of Sec- 
ond mid Market streets. There is no 
immediate prospect of the building 
jeing torn away aud a new ono erected 
a its stead, for there is a well marked 
mpression abroad in the city that the 
Cincinnati gentleman who purchased 
he property did so for speculative pur- 
joses purely. However this may he.there 
s little doubt that the old building is 
forever closed for either business 
01- 


residential purposes. It is not likely 
it will soon be torn away. 
There is au 


indefinable feeling in the niiuda of all 
that it will not burn, hence for many 
mouths it will doubtless be a place 
where the bat, tho owl, the cricket, the 
diaphanous tom-cat aud the ubiquitous 
small boy can meet and hold sweet 
communion. 


We alluded in the outset to the 


house btnng pre-historic, and we ace 
disposed to stand by that proposition, 
for the Times, after going to consider- 
able tronble in the matter, has been 
anable to Qnd anyone who cau speak 
authoritatively as to the date of its 
erection. James Hannahs is snre it 
was built in the early thirties, but who 
tho carpenter was he don't know, but 
thinks it was George Shulfcz, a relative 
o£ Shultz, the celebrated coSeo dealer 
of Zanesville. 
William P. Whitney, 


ex-county clerk, knows it to have been 
erected by his grand-father, Euloff 
Whitney, but when, he knows not. 
Mr. Whitney was born there, aud all 
the present generation of 
grown-up 


Whitneys, with the exception of the 
youngeat two sisters of William F. 
Whitney. 
Two sisters 
of William 


Whitney, Sr., were married there, one 
to Allen McArthur and the other to a 
Mr. Curtis. 
The elder Whitney and 


his brother John kept grocery iu the 
building for many years. John Whit- 
ney's widow, Mrs. Arenia Whitney, 
lives at 82 West Sixth street, but is in 
feeble health, and unable to talk upon 
the subject. 
The structure is really two build- 


ings, erected at different times. Tho 
space between the weather-boarding 
and plastering is filled iu with brick. 
The wori on the residence portion is 
quite elaborate, and fully up to the 
style of iis day and generation. 
"If you should go into the cellar," 


said William F. Whitney, "yon would 
bo astonished to see what complete ar- 
rangements there are for oooking, and 
for all culinary purposes. The cook- 
ing and eating was all done in the cel- 
lar, which was the custom in those 
days in the best families, and the cel- 
lars were equipped accordingly. Whet) 
I was a boy there were no houses close 
up to ours, and the cellar was quite an 
attractive 
place. 
I remember how 


astonished I was'one morning when [ 
jumped out of bed and, boy fashion, 
ran down half-dressed to the cellar door 
and found the cellar full of water. 
It 


was the '47 flood." 


The building has been in four floods, 


aud many times fires have 
surged 


around it, but never was the paint 
more than slightly blistered from, that 
cause. 
It seems to have been endowed 


with a mission, but what that mission 
is doth not clearly appear to the pres- 
ent generation. 
When it was a new 


house the block bounded by Front, Sec- 
ond, Market and the first alley west 
was destroyed by fire, and later, in 
1871, when the block was solidly built 
up, it was again burned over, includ- 
ing the Biggs House and Massie block. 
The wind was strong from the west, 
and the flames from Massie block were 
wafted across the street aud threatened 
the Whitney building, but strangely 
enough, it was not even scorched. Per- 
haps it is immortal. 
No man kcoweth what the outcome 


of the old building will be. 
It has 


stood np under the flood, the storm, 
the fire, and numerous mortgages; it 
has outlived its original owners and its 
usefulness, and is now little more than 
a picturesque piece of ancient bric-a- 
brac; but so far as any one can see it 
is likely to continue to exist in- 
definitely.
